Or, if ho escapes, foul and stagnant water Is 
likely to Induce painful diflloultios. 
Those 


people nro fortunate indeed who live in 
cities whoro safe and puro bathing facilities 
are patabliehed, but in loss favored localities, 
whoro ponds and fllronrns nro relied upon, 
every bather should study tho conditions of 
safety. The best time for n river bath is in 
tho enrly morning, before Iho blood becomes 
heated from bodily exertion, or tho Inst 
moment in tho evening before going to bed, 
when a refreshing sleep is sure to follow. 
But it is always unsafe to veuturo into water 
nloho, or without help in calling diHtnnco. 
Tho best swimmer will acknowledge this. 
As to those who nro drowned in boats, their 
fate is too often tho result of ignorance* of 
tho simplest rules of water navigation, nnd wo 
can hardly expect to hear of a diminution 
of their number until wntor^crnft is made to 
go alone withont interference, and lo sit 
so firmly upon tho (water that a squall can- 
not overturn it. In this matter tho igno- 
rant*nro generally tho most vonturesoine,for 
tho experienced ^wntermnn knows that thnre 
is always danger on board. For all poo- 
pie concerned, however, there is but ono 
rule of safety, and that it; — "Uo careful." 
Aud never resort to tho water when com- 
mon HOUBO tolls you that your bodily condi- 
tion in unlit for it. — [Patriot.

EXTRADITION. 


Tho position taken by Secretary Fish in 


tho Winsio!? case has met with very gener- 
al approval in this country, and ban not 
been without support iu England. An arti- 
cle in the current nilriitScr of the American 
Law Heview, largely quoted from tho Now 
York Daily Tribune of August 3, upholds 
tho English view of the caso. An able loiter 
from Hou. David A. Wells in tho daily just 
mentioned, of Saturday last supports tho 
same view. 


These, articles coming from such sources, 


at least, suggest tho inquiry as to whether or 
not our government is right in its position. 


Extradition originated, perhaps, iu the 


courtesy of ruler to ruler. But it undoubt- 
edly rests on n different foundation today. 
It is to bo presumed that nations enter into. 
reciprocal obligations to return fugitives' 
with a view to preserve peaco and to enforce 
law within their own borders, and it is to bo 
hoped, with somo regard to tho good of 
a common humanity. 
All ofl'onsos are 


not extraditable. The reason id clear rtuongh. 
AVith ono class of offenses, tho expense of 
securing n return would be quite dispropor- 
tionate to tho character of tho penalty to bo 
indicted. Tho delay would' bo nn objection 
in canoa whore tho punishment ought to bo 
swift. 
And Bomo things aro offenses in ono 


country which aro not eo in another. They, 
of courso, could not bo tho subject of an ex- 
tradition treaty. Tho treaty between the 
United States and tho United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland mado in IB-la pro- 
vides for the extradition of persons charged 
with murder, piracy, arson, robbery or for- 
gery or tho uttormieo of forged papers. 


Now « natural interpretation of that pro- 


vision would , bo that a fugitive can bo aur-; 
rendered only for 6ne of tho offohnos there- 
ill spooiflod, ami, . furthermore, 
that ho 


should bo trioJ only for tho offense for which

Tho onrth having now fairly entered that 


portion of its orbit round the nun during 
which it coines in contact the first time this 
year with niftnorio showers, we may look 
during tlm next fow evenings for displays in 
tho heavens of lirou-orks on a magnificent 
scale, 
ft is true that meteors appear in 


their grandest aspect and in greatest number 
every thirty throe years, but this law, as de- 
termined by observation of astronomers, is 
not unchangeable. Tho phenomena occur 
to ,1 greater or loss cjtout twice every year, 
August and November. 
Tho extraordinary 


warm weather of last month, it is thought, 
mny have had some lasting influence on the 
atmosphere which affects entirely tho com- 
buRliblo naturo of tho foreign bodies that 
cross the earth at this time in its courso 
round the sun. 
Shooting stars arc evanes- 


cent meteors, which dart Across tho sky in 
all directions and generally leave behind 
them luminous trains, visible t,omo seconds 
after tho extinction of the brighter parts. 
Fireballs are very nearly of tho Sfuue miturc, 
but explode with a loud noise. Meteors aro 
more fully referred to below. In former 
times tho spectacles that will very likolv bo 
seen in tho heavens during tho next "few 
dayn were regarded by uninformed observe™ 
with superstition. They woro supposed to 
bo preternatural types of familiar objects, 
such as torches; swords, serpents, dragons, 
daggers steeped in blood, bulls' heads.flyinR 
ongles and other monstrous appearances, all 
presaging ovil events, and Inter observations 
show that many of the figures presented by 
shooting stars hour some resemblance to ob- 
jects of tho hind named. 


METEORS 
CONsmERED. 


Tho origin of tho meteors was long with- 


out receiving a satisfactory explanation, that 
most generally ^accepted being thnt they 
wore caused by tho existence of intlnmmn- 
tory gases in tho atmosphere. 
Tho ignis 


fatuus, no doubt, is produced in this way, 
for it has been found to clmngn its motion 
by tho slight current of air preceding a per- 
son walking toward it. 
But the immense 


velocity of. tho meteors that appear in 
August nnd November, which is about equal 
to twice (hat of tho earth in its orbit, or 
thirty six iniloa in a second, and tho great 
elevation nt which they become visible, tho 
average being sixty miles, indicate clearly 
that, they aro not of torrostrinl but cosrnical

origin—that is, they originate from tho in- 
terplanetary 
regions, innumerable frag- 


uiouts of heavenly bodies that havo been 
shal lored lo pieces traversing space, and 
being brought within the sphere of tho 
earlh's attractions, precipitate themselves 
upon ils surface. 
Moving with the great 


velocity mentioned through tho blRhor re- 
gions of the air thoy become so intensely 
heated by friction that they ignite, or nro at 
least rendered visible, and are either con- 
verted into vapor, or when very largo, ox- 
plodo and descend to tho earth's surface ns 
meteoric stones or aerolites. 
Professor 


Thomson, of tho British Association, says 
that they aro "small bodies which como 
into tho earth's atmosphere, and the instant 
they touch it their surfaces are heated be- 
yond tho point of fusion or oven of volatil- 
i/ation, and tho consequence is that thoy 
aro spoodily nnd completely burned down 
and reduced to impalntablo oxides." 
Tho 


brilliancy and color of meteors arc variable- 
some aro as bright ns Venus or Jupiter! 
About two thirds aro white, the remainder 
yellow, orange or green. Tho problem of 
their origin must bo regarded as tho same 
with that of the asteroids, revolving around 
tho sun between tho orbs of Mars and 
Jupiter, nnd of tho planets themselves. 
noruB astronomers consider their origin pre- 
cisely tho snmo ns that of tho comets, which 
mny bo regarded as only 
meteors of vast 
fiiso.
